‘ound. In good seasons, when our 
pin grass, clover and other succulent 
srasses are abundant, sheep will not 
touch the poison weed. Had this report 
proven true, it would have practically 
put anend to tne sheep business in 
this county—an interest of very great 
magnitude, as all know—for diseased 
sheep can neither be sold nor eaten; 
nor should they be. It is a serious 
injury toa great industry to publish 
such statements without due investi- 
gation, and is inflicting deep injury 
upon this community by driving away 
purchas2rs of stock who are here now 
with their thousands ready to invest. 

Our investigations go to show that 
the malady and its cause are purely 
local and confined to very narrow lim- 
its. We are very hopeful that it will 
spread no further.

” New York city consumes, says an ex- 
change, when in good melon-eating 
trim andino the height of the season, 
200,000 watermelons per week. Taking 
into account those shipped through the 
city to the States east and up to the 
watering-places, the grand aggregate of 
melons handled there has reached close 
up to half a million of the fruit in a 
single week. The first melons and the 


earliest large shipments in the markets 
come from Georgia, by way of Savannah. 
‘The’ very first melons to strike the 
market, however, come from Florida. 
and readily bring $1 each. The next 
product comes from Charleston, S. C., 
and as the season advances are brought 
from Moorhead City and Powell’s Point, 
N.C. The fruit is brought in steam- 
ships, oyster boats and schooners, and 
all along up and down the coast the lus- 
cious melons may be seen in transit, 
piled high on the decks of the trim little 
boats. The fruit is a favorite wherever 
known, and is greatly prized north and 
south. With the darkeys of the north 
and south the ‘‘watermillion”’ is per- 
fectly irresistible, and there is no risk 
too great to prevent them from obtain- 


ing it.
